the Rtistian Governmont should abandon propaganda against other 


countries’ institutions. 
This memorandum dissipates

tained by the Russian Govornmens, that upon a settlement very 
large amounts wilt immediately become available from any source, 


It points out that invostors only 


supply nioney where conditions 


appear safest, and full confidence be again created. As rogards tha
